1. Sri. P. V. Prakasan. Advocate, Vaikom. Kottayam 
has filed the Review Petition read as 1st paper above, 
against the order cited as 2nd paper above, by which his 
Certificate of Practice has been suspended for one year 
from the date of the order, on the basis of a complaint 
dated 12-11-2008 submitted by the Special Tahsildar (LT). 
Kottayam based on an allegation of attestation of affidavit 
without obtaining the signature of the deponent 
SmL Ammini Chacko. 

2. Sri. P. V. Prakasan, Advocate has stated the 
grounds for filing this Review Petition as. the penalty of 
suspension for one year from practicing as a Notary from 
the date of order as per Rule 13 (12) (b) (ii) of the 
Notaries Rules, 1956 has been imposed without in 
accordance with the procedure laid down under the 
Notaries Act and Rules. He also informed that he has not 
been practising as a Notary since the passing of the same 
order. The said order was not in accordance with law and 
the rules applicable in his case. 

3. After considering the review petition submitted by 
Sri. P. V. Prakasan, Advocate, Kottayam. the Ciovernment 
have decided to limit his period of suspension to 
6 months from 10-8-2009.
